Continuation of 2. NOTE: the proposed new limitations to claim 8 specifying that the wiring layer directly contacts the interlayer dielectric 
layer, and that the interlayer dielectric includes a first oxide film, a layer containing nitride directly contacting the first oxide film, and a 
second oxide film provided on and in direct contact to the layer containing nitride raise new issues that will require further consideration 
and/or search.
